An Awfu l Calamity Visits the Sho res 
of the Classic Medit­ 
erranean.

London, Feb. 24.—An earthqu ake, the ef­ 
fects of which have boon terrible destru ction 
of life and property, took place throu ghou t 
the sou th of Eu rope Wednesday at » a. m. 
Details are not yet receive i, bu t what has 
been learned gives promise of one of the 
most frightfu l catastrophes for many years. 
The shocks were felt at Nice, Cannes, Avig­ 
non, Tou lon, Marseille* and many other 
places, and in every city the bu ildings wore 
more or less inju red and in som > towns 
cru mbled to ru ins, overwhelming hu ndreds 
in the awfu l disaster. 
Details from that part of the northern 
shore of the Mediterranean known as the 
Riviera di Genoa, tho eastern part of which 
is called the Riviera di Vante, and the west­ 
ern portion the Riviera di Ponente, show 
that

wou nded at Noli. A nu mber were killed and 
hu ndreds wou nded at Oreglia. 
One-third of 
the town of Diano Maiino was destroyed. 
At Nice hou ses rocked, walls cracked, and 
in some cases frail tenements were thrown to 
the grou nd. The people ru shed from their 
hou soa and fell u pon their knees in the streets, 
praying for deliverance from su dden death. 
Shocks were also felt at Monto Carlo and 
Monaco, at which places they were so severe 
that rocks were detached from the cliffs and 
precipitated into the sea. 
Two violent shocks were felt at Tou lon. 
The first shock was of fifteen soconds’ dv ra* 
tion, and the second of twelve socou ds. 
The 
movement was from west to east 
A t Can­ 
nes three shocks were folt 
The first shock, 
which was very violent, lasted for a minu te. 
The second and third shocks were not as 
heavy as the first. 
Many persons at this 
place ru shed to the seashore for sjfety. 
Nobody was inju red. 
At Avignon three 
shocks wore experienced. 
The first shock 
was very severe. 
Several shocks were feit 
at Geneva,

The walls of a nu mber of hou ses in that city 
were cracked. 
Shocks were also felt at Leg­ 
horn nu d Milau and several places in th k 
province of Genoa, Italy. 
The shocks were folt with groat severity at 
Savono, near Genoa, and a nu mber of 
hou ses wove wrecked and eleven pci sons 
killed at that place. 
English and American tou rists swarmed 
in the Riviera, and many persons of distinc­ 
tion were among them. 
The prince of Wales 
was at Cannes, and Qu een Victoria was 
very anxiou s u ntil she received a telegram 
c mveying tho tidings that he was safe. 
The 
government has telegraphed him requ esting 
him to come home as soon as possible to al­ 
lay anxiety. 
The scene at Nico when the earthqu ake 
shook the city was one of pecu liar terror. 
The last carnival ball of the season had been 
given du ring the night, and the streets were 
crowded with merry-makers going home. 
From a scene of festivity and m irth there 
was an awfu l change to *ono of fright and 
panic. 
People ru shed hither and thither to 
get ou t of tho reach of the bu ildings which 
they expected to cru mble and bu ry them. 
There was no one hu rt, however, as the 
shocks were not su fficiently strong to wreck 
any of the hou ses, except a few of the most 
f rail. The tou rists immediately made a r u sh 
for their hotels and packed u p and took the 
tlrsfc trains from tho apparently doomed city.

A lleg ed Startling C ha rg es D ro ug ht by the 
R epublica ns A g a in st C lev ela nd. 
W a s hin g to n City, Feb. 2 4 .-B efore the 
senate committee investigating the alleged 
bu lldozing in Texas ex-Governor Ireland

HER SUPREME COURT REVIVES THE 
FIGHT IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


Chairm an 
Sm ith 
Beaten In til« C ue 
A fain at BoberU on—Renew al or the Con* 
test C ertain —The New Pa rty Born and 
Called “ Union la b o r“ —Teat or the P la t­ 
form — H ew Itt'e Rejected le tte r. 


In d ia n a p o lis , Feb. 
24,—The 
supreme 
court Wednesday banded down five separate 
opinions in the Smith-Robertson ewe, in­ 
volving the legality of the election last fall 
of Col. R. S. Robertson as lieutenant g o v­ 
ern o r. 
President 
Sm ith, of 
the senate, 
claimed the office and denied Robertson the 
right to exercise the functions, and the c ir­ 
cuit court issued a restraining order, aud on 
this the case went to the supreme court The 
latter Wednesday reversed the decision, be­ 
ing unanimous in the view that the court 
had no jurisdiction of Robertson’s person, 
and could not, therefore, issue an injunction. 
As to the subject m atter, three judges held 
that the court had no jurisdiction, and that 
a contest involving the right to exercise the 
functions of a state office can be determined 
only by the legislature in the manner pro­ 
vided for in the constitution. 
Two of the 
judges held that there was no vacancy in the 
office such as could be filled by an election. 
The effect of this opinion has been to reopen 
the case before the legislature, and there is 
every probability that the senate w ill still 
retain Sm ith in the chair, and that the 
Republican members w ill absent themselves, 
and thus break the constitutional m ajority. 
The house Wednesday afternoon passed a 
resolution declaring that it would not re­ 
cognise the senate or any of its acts unless 
Robertson was admitted to his seat as pres­ 
iding officer. 
An exciting scene took place in the senate 
Wednesday afternoon and reminded the ob­ 
server of the earlier days of the session. 
Senator Demotte ascended to the president’s 
desk and informed Sm ith of the court’s deci­ 
sion and the fact that Robertson would make 
form al demand for the position of president 
of the body. 
A t the same time he handed 
Sm ith the cortiflcate of election issued to 
Robertson. 
“ Take that paper back to the man that 
wrote it and tell him to go to —— 
said 
Sm ith angrily. 
“ But you can’t afford to do that,” expostu­ 
lated Demotte. 
“ Yes, I can; I can afford to do anything,” 
«aid Sm ith. 
“ There are eighteen senators in this hall 
who w ill not stand such treatm ent,” was the 
reply. 
“ B y 
! I ’ll make them stand it,” said 
Sm ith, and Demotte left the desk. 
B y this 
time it had become noised abroad that Rob­ 
ertson wonld demand his seat, and hundreds 
of persons began to crowd into the galleries 
and hall of the senate, but many were turned 
away. 
Senator Huston entered with a paper 
in his hand, and as he took his seat Senator 
Fow ler moved to adjourn. 
Huston de­ 
manded the floor on a question of privilege, 
but while he was still talking the motion 
was put and declared carried. 
A t that 
Huston became enraged and declared the 
Democrats were afraid to meet the question 
before them, and had adjourned through 
cowardice. 
“ Rent a hall and make aspeecb, “ sneeringly 
said Sm ith. 
* “ You are too cowardly to meet the eight­ 
een Republicans,” retorted Huston. 
“ You’ll be all right when you get sober,” 
said Sm ith. 
“ It was a 
cowardly act,” continued 
the excited senator, and the hall soon became 
a scene of confusion. 
Several altercations 
took place between membert, but the angry 
disputants soon dispersed. 
The Democrats of the senate held a caucus 
Wednesday night, Governor G ray, Judge 
Turpie and ex-Senator McDonald being pres­ 
ent. 
It was decided to ignore the claim s of 
Robertson to the lieutenant governorship, 
and to refuse him the seat as president of the 
senate when be makes form al demand for it. 
It was generally held that the decision of 
the court has decided nothing regarding the 
m erits of the case, and that the parties to 
the controversy were in the s&mo relation 
that they stood before the litigation was 
begun. 
A scene is confidently expectod, and 
the most intense excitement prevails. 


THE NEW PARTY BORN. 


W ha t It Co nsiders Necessa ry fo r th e Na ­ 
tio n 's W elia re—Its Na ine. 


C in c in n a ti, Feb. 21.—The 
resolutions 
com m ittee, of the 
Industrial convention 
worked until late Tuesday night w ith the 
platform , but were not ready to report when 
the convention was called to order Wednes­ 
day morning an hour later than the time 
fixed, and not more than one-half the dele­ 
gates were in their eeata 
The committee on 
credentials made a final report. 
Several 
communications from delegates who were 
too poor to attend wens presented and there 
being no business to attend to the tim e was 
spent in listening to speeches. 
G. L. Jones, 
of Wisconsin, argued that the main question 
before the people was to get rid of the pub­ 
lic and corporate indebtedness of this coun­ 
try, and ho proposed to remedy the evil by a 
graduated income tax, the lending of money 
by the government to the states, the states to 
lend to tbo counties ajod the counties to the 
smaller m unicipalities; the government to 
lend at 1 per cent., the states at 2 per cent., 
and tbo counties at 3 per cent 
Crocker, of Kansas, then made a plea for 
the Oklahoma “ boomers.” He characterized 
the soldiers who have been arresting would- 
be settlors in the territory as a “ m ilitary 
mob,” declared that the cattle men had pos­ 
session of the land, and presented a resolu­ 
tion demanding tho passage by congress of 
the pending Oklahoma bill, and that if the 
bill is not passed the president convene an 
extra session to pass it. 
He closed with a 
moving story of the wrongs suffered by the 
boomers. 
Mrs. {Severance, of Milwaukee, declared 
the government was one of 
money, by 
money, for money; said there were two 
classes of people in this country—the money 
class and the wage slaves, and predicted a 
despotism if the power of monopoly was not 
curbed. 
Jesse Harper, of Illin ois, was loudly called 
for, and vigorously denounced “ watered 
stock,” which he thought the chief cause of 
the burden q t the^people. He proposed to pro­ 
hibit freight or pewwngsr rate* on ’“ water,” 
and declared the new pa rty would stop the 
iniquity«. 


A t the conclusion of Harper’s speech the 
convention odjourne 1 until afternoon. 
The afternoon session was devoid of in­ 
terest, the time being consumed in speech- 
making white the convention waited for the 
report of the committee on platform . 
An adjournment was then taken until 7:30 
when the convention was again called to 
order and the report of the committee on 
platform and resolutions was read by Chair- 
mau Schilling of the committee. 
Following is the platform after a lengthy 
preamble setting forth that “ the name of 
the party shall bo the Union Labor p arty:” 
First—Land: Every human being pos­ 
sesses a natural inalienable right to sufficient 
land for self-support, and we desire to secure 
to every industrious citizen a home, as the 
highest result of free institutions. 
To this 


end we demand a graduated land rax on all 
large estates, especially those held for specu. 
lative or tenant purposes; the reclam ation of 
all unearned tend grants; the immediate 
opening of Oklahoma to homosfceal settle­ 
ment; the purchase of all unoccupied Indian 
lands, and the settlement of the various 
tribes upon lands in severalty; also laws pre­ 
venting corporations from acquiring real 
estate beyond the requirements of their busi­ 
ness, and alien ownership of land. 
The sys­ 
tems of irrigation in states and territories 
where necessary, shall be under such public 
control as shall secure the free And equitable 
use of the waters and franchises to the peo­ 
ple. 
Second—Transportation: 
The means of 
communication and transportation should be 
owned or controlled by the people, as is the 
United States postal system, and equitable 
rates everywhere established. 
Third—Money: The establishment of a na­ 
tional monetary system in the interest of the 
producer instead of the speculator 
and 
usurer, by which a circulating medium in 
necessaiy quantity and fu ll legal tender shall 
be issued directly to the people without the 
intervention of banks, or loaned to citizens 
upon ample security at a low rate of interest 
to relieve them from the extortion of usury 
and enable them to control the money sup­ 
ply. 
Postal savings banks should be estab­ 
lished. 
W hile we have free coinage of gold, 
we should have free coinage of silver. 
W e 
demand the prompt paym ent of the national 
debt and condemn the further issuance of in­ 
terest-bearing bonds, either by the national 
government or by states, territories, counties 
or m unicipalities. 
Fourth—Labor: A rbitration should take 
the place of strikes and other injurious meth­ 
ods of settling labor disputes; the letting of 
convict labor to contractors be prohibited ; 
tho contract system be abrogated in public 
works; the hours of labor in industrial es­ 
tablishments be 
reduced, 
commensurate 
with the increase of production in labor-sav­ 
ing m achinery ; employes be protected from 
bodily in ju ry; 
equal pay be given for 
equal work for both sexes, a n l labor, agri­ 
cultural and co-operative associations be fos­ 
tered and incorporated by law. The founda­ 
tion of republics is the intelligence of its 
citizens, and children who are driven into 
workshops, mines and factories are deprived 
of education, which should be secured to all 
by proper legislation. 
W e desire to see la­ 
bor organizations extend 'throughout all civ- 
ized countries until it shall be impossible for 
despots to array the workingmen of one 
country in w ar against their brothers of an­ 
other country. 
Fifth —Soldiers and Sailors: 
In apprecia­ 
tion of the services of United States soldiers 
and sailors, wo demand for them justice be­ 
fore charity. 
Sixth—Income tax: A graduated income 
tax is the most equitable system of taxation, 
placing the burden of government on those 
who can best afford to pay, instead of laying 
it on the farm ers and producers, and ex­ 
empting m illionaire landholder® and corpor­ 
ations. 
Seventh—United States senate: 
Tho cap­ 
ture of the United States senate by m illion­ 
aires and tools of corporations who have no 
sympathy with free institutions threatens 
the very existence of the republic. 
W e de­ 
mand a constitutional amendment making 
United States senators elective by a direct 
vote of the people. 
The eigfch section demands exclusion of the 
Chinese, and denounces the employment of 
Pinkerton men. 
The next section, on tem­ 
perance, says excessive wealth, resulting in 
luxury and idleness on the one hand and ex­ 
cessive toil and poverty on the other, leads to 
intemperance and vice. 
The measures of re­ 
form hero demanded w ill prove to be the 
scientific solution of the temperance ques­ 
tion. 
There was a m inority report on the liquor 
plank favoring a clear-cut prohibitory reso­ 
lution, but this was laid on the table. 
Mrs. 
Severance offered a suffrage plank whicb 
was adopted. 
It declares that “ the right to 
vote is inherent in citizenship irrespective of 
sex.” The platform was adopted and at 
m idnight the convention adjourned for the 
day.

New Y o rk , Feb. 24.—There is much com­ 
ment in political circles in this city aud 
Brooklyn over the fact that a letter from 
M ayor H ew itt which was sent to the Young 
Men’s Dem ocratic club, to be read at their 
meeting Tuesday night, was suppressed be­ 
cause of certain free criticism s of the action 
of Dem ocratic leaders in coquetting w ith 
the labor movement, and, also it was said, be­ 
cause upon being submitted to Governor 
H ill he said ho would not attend the banquet 
if it were read. 
A ll the members of the 
Young Men’s Democratic club are highly in­ 
dignant at the suppression of the letter, and 
agree that President Frederick R. Lee, of 
the club is to be blamed for it, and threaten 
to expel him if ho refuses to make it public. 
Mr. Hew itt was seen and said he did not 
have a copy of the letter, but was quite w ill­ 
ing to have it published, if the club commit­ 
tee did not publish it he expected them to 
return 
it 
The 
m ayor 
said 
the 
letter denounced the tyranny of labor unions. 
“ The des potism is so complete that during 
the late strikes the leaders even declared 
their purpose to order a universal strike 
which would have produced a general par­ 
alysis of business in this city mid elsewhere. 
I regard it as the mission of the Democratic 
party 
to 
protect 
tho 
inalienable 
right 
of 
the 
workingman 
to 
dis­ 
pose of his labor in 
any way 
whicb 
seems to him to be best. 
Upon this principle 
the Democratic party secured power, and 
when it fails to assert the right of public in­ 
dependence its missio n w ill be ended. 
It is a 
m ita ke therefo re fo r the lea ders 
of the Dem­ 
o cra tic pa rty na y where to co quette with the 
lenders o f the so -ca lled La bo r mo v ement. 


The party should boldly announce its de­ 
term ination to break down alt organisations 
which seek to put shackles on the free labor

VIVISECTING A CALF. 


P erfo rm ing th e O pera tio n In Order to 
Sho w th e A etlo n o f th e H ea rt. 
In the presence of a big class of students, 
which filled the am phitheatre of tho upper 
lecture room of the College of Physicians and 
Burgeons, Professor J. G. Curtis, lecturer on 
physiology, made a novel vivisection to dem­ 
onstrate tho action of the heart, atiout which 
there is considerable diversity of opinion 
among the great physiologists. 
Professor 
Curtis holds that the heart shortens. 
It be­ 
came old Jan ito r M ike’s duty to keep his eyes 
peeled for nny of Bergh’s men who might be 
present in a disguise and put a stop to the 
demonstration in its most im portant stage. 
When tbo coast was clear and Mike satisfied 
himself that only those who had business in 
tho lecture room were there Professor Curtis 
began his lecture. 
lie discussed the m erits and demerits of the 
famous physiologists, and tried to show that 
the heart really shortened by reading from 
accepted writers who had made a number of 
experiments to support their theory. 
Before 
he finished speaking four of bis assistants, 
clad in rough bed ticking gowns, dragged in 
an unsuspecting calf. The calf was placed in 
a V shaped trough, w ith four stout slats 
nailed to tho top and bottom, two on each 
side. Straps hold the anim al motionless. 
Sponges saturated w ith ether were clapped 
over the anim al’s nostrils and soon reduced it 
to unconsciousness. 
Then Professor Curtis 
seized a long, keen edged knife and made an 
incision extending from the head down to the 
belly. In a few strokes he cut away the hide, 
and with on instrument like a pair of pruning 
shears he cut out the breast plate, exposing 
the lungs and tho heart in its sac. 
This was 
carefully removed, and then the students 
made a rush to see the effect it had on the 
calf. 
There Jay tho heart, bobbing about with 
every respiration tho animal made. 
Win n 
the lungs were filled with air they almost en­ 
tirely covered tho heart, but during the ex­ 
piration it came into view again, and its 
action could closely bo studied. 
W ith a pair 
of delicate compasses Professor Curtis fol­ 
lowed tho jerky movements of the organ and 
measured it in several positions, showing that 
in systole the heart was a trifle shorter than 
during diastole. 
The calf v/aa kept alive just an hour, which 
was the time tho lecture lasted, and just be­ 
fore it died Professor Curtis tied the aorta, 
the main artery, at the point of its attach­ 
ment, and with a single stroke of the knifo 
cut out the organ and pinned it on a board 
between two rows of long pins. 
In this posi­ 
tion, outside tbo body, the heart made about 
a dozen beats, and it became even more plain 
than before, by observing its situation be­ 
tween the pins, that it shortened when con­ 
tracting, resuming its normal size at the end 
of the beat.—New York W orld.
